ll*» perfectly obvious why 
prescriptions containing nar¬ 
cotics or other dangerous in¬ 
gredients should not be re 
filled 

People may be confused, 
however, when some other pre¬ 


scriptions are not refillable. 
The reasons are varied. 

Taka the antibiotics. There 
may be no direct danger to 
the patient. Indirectly, there 
may be a danger to the pub¬ 
lic at large. Indiscriminate and 
continued use, particularly in 
Insufficient amounts, can con¬ 
tribute to certain germs be¬ 
coming resistant to such drugs. 
Thus if six or eight or a dozen 
capsules are prescribed, to be 
taken at specific intervals, the 
patient should do exactly that; 
—NOT try to “save a couple If! 
I need them later.” 

With some drugs (sedatives, 
tranquilizers, etc., being good' 
examples) the physician needs j 
to know the exact amount.. 
Evaluation of the patient’s j 
condition and progress cannot 
be accurate without his knowl¬ 
edge. 

Or take any number of spe¬ 
cial medications — antispas 
modlcs, to name one-which 1 


can be expected to faring a cer 
tain result in a short time. A 
patient may nervously decide, 
“This seems to to working 
I'll just keep on taking it so 
the trouble won't come back." 
He can thus imagina that he 
ought to keep on, even though 
the purpose has been accom¬ 
plished already. He must atop 
the medication to realize that 
he doesn't need it anymore. 

Such useful elements as Iron 
can be poisonous in excessive 
quantities. About the common¬ 
est cause of poisoning in small 
children is from eating a hand 
fu! of aspirin tablets- even 
though this drug, sensibly 
used, is sale enough so that 
no prescription U required. 

All this is just a sampling of 
reasons why many prescrip¬ 
tion* should not to refilled. In 
rases in which refilling is 
allowable, it is specifically so 
noted by the doctor on the pro 
script ion.

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Secret Weapon? 

■DRITAIN’S RECENT action in granting an 18-yrar 
■D cm iit to Russia for a chemical plant has caused 
considerable consternation in Washington. Under¬ 
standably the loudest voices raised against the British 
move are from those individuals who oppose all trade 
between the West and the Communist nations. 

Using the argument that it is both morally and 
politically wrong for the West to make available the 
products of its free economy to strengthen those who 
are openly and passionately dedicated to destroying 
that freedom, the not umnfluential anti-Red trade 
group is seizing the opportunity afforded it by the 
foreign policy issues being debated during the presi¬ 
dential election to restate its case to the public. 

Advocating the complete cessation of all trade 
with Communist bloc nations, the group claims that 
because Communist imports from the free world even 
of "so-called” non-strategic goods releases their man¬ 
power and materials for military use, the distiction 
between strategic and non-strategic categories is 
largely meaningless 

Further to this it sees long-term western credits 
— such as the one recently extended Russia by 
Britain—as the Communists’ latest secret weapon. 

Mr. A. N. Spanei, founder-chairman of Inter¬ 
national Latex Corporation, who write# long editorials 
expounding his theories on world affairs which appear 
as advertisements in leading American papers later 
distributed widely in the mail, unquestionably believes 

this to be the case. , 

"Historians in the future," he writes, "surely will 
marvel at the cupidity and stupidity of the civilization 
which put that terrifying weapon in the hands of its 
self-appointed executioners. They will repeat, with 
/ better cause than ever, that thoae whom the gods 
would destroy they first make mad.” 

World Communism, he says, has art a trap for 
the unwary free men and free nations. It is baited 
with profits, on the theory that "capitalists” can no 
more resist its sweet smell than mice can resist cheese. 

"The trap is trade. And the smell of profits is all 
that the victims are likely to get, considering the 
Communist record." 

Takir* Britain to task for its new trade credit 
extension to the Soviet Union, Mr. Spanei warns that 
if the rest of the free world follows the British ex¬ 
ample it will help finance the rapid expansion of the 
already swollen Communist war potential. 

In conclusion Mr. Spanei recalls that Lenin once 
remarked that when the time came to hang capitalists, 
they would be competing for the sale of the rope- 
meaning that hunger for profit* blots out all logic 
and even the will to survive. 

Though there may be many who will agree with 
Mr. Spanei and the anti-Red trade group, it would be 
pertinent to point out at this time that if he is Indeed 
right then the governments of all free nations, includ¬ 
ing his own, are wrong. 

Despite the apparent logic of his arguments it 
Is difficult for us Canadians, who axe but beginners 
in trade with the Communist nations, to believe that 
our wheat Is even now being fashioned into bullets 
to be shot at us some time in the near future. 

Mr. Spanei and his colleagues should re-read the 
purposes of the United Nations as stated in Article 1 
of the Charter (to which both his country and ours 
subscribe), particularly the section* which call for 
international co-operation in solving economic, social, 
cultural and humanitarian problems. 

Mr. Spanei obviously cares as little for the ideals 
exp re ss e d in the UN Charter as he does for the 
motives he now sees fit to pin to hk own free enter¬ 
prise society. „ 

True to Form 

A REPORT from Ottawa says the government Is 
concerned because it thinks the Canadians among 
the UN force in Cyprus are getting a rough deal. In 
the ethos of military lore the deal would probably 
be described as preferred. 

Of the kind that puts those desirable battle honors 
on regimental colors. 

It is not that this country’s contingent Is hardly 
done by in die matter of amenity or normal routine, 
but that it Is given the tough and in the nature of 
Cyprus operations, the risky assignments. Wherever 
a hot spot develops among the rival Cypriot group* 
the Canadians are dispatched to bring them to heel 
This of course is a compliment to their quality, but 
the federal government Is said to feel the tasks 
should be spread more evenly between the various 
national components of the UN force. It can’t inter¬ 
vene directly because * haa committed its troops to 
the UN command without strings, although apparently 
a discreet word is being passed diplomatically along 
in an attempt to right the balance. 

No Canadian has yet been a casualty of the 
sporadic fighting between Greek and Turkish Cypriots, 
so the hazards, while not minor, are not of the scale 
associated with general warfare as such. That is 
very much to the good, and long may it continue even 
if die Canadians get the onerous end of the stick. 

Hie reason for their preferred use however is 
not hard to seek. Canada stands high in the political 
images of the world, a nation without special interests 
in Cyprus or elsewhere. Her men are in that troubled 
island only to help keep the peace. In consquence her 
troops are probably viewed as a substantial neutral 
element which can be employed without the chance of 
invidious repercussion. 

It Is the lot of crack military units to get the 
tough Jobs to do; and the Canadians in Cyprus ars 
thus running true to well established form.

American Style in British Election 


L IKE so much elsa In Europe, 
British politics are bring 
Americanised. It Is true that 
some at tha British techniques 
are still tainted with amateur¬ 
ism, that eve r yon e in authority 
denies that It la happnfeig, but 
the process, inevitable, unstop¬ 
pable and irreversible, Is far 
advanced. 

The mast obvious symptom la 
the rampant cult of personality. 
The burden of tha fight Is car¬ 
ried by the party leaden who 
must now behave Uka presiden¬ 
tial candidates. It Is accepted 
over most of the country that 
the actual candidate, be «he 
never so good, ao indefatigable, 
ao well known on TV or so ap¬ 
palling, can only make a differ- 
«nae at tom* 500 votes either 
way in his constituency. People 
vote for the party at their choice 
with its figurehead to the tore 
of their minds. 


Every now and again, speak¬ 
ers, with a touch at desperation 
in ftrir hours* voices, remind 
their listeners that they are 
electing, not a govern m e n t nor 
a party machine, but a man to 
represent them. The British 
theory is that each constituency 
chooses the man with the best 
policy and that a memlier of 
Parliament goes up to Westmin¬ 
ster as free as a bird. He la not 
bound lo represent the views, 
even the interests of those who 
choose him. His conscience is 
his only guide. 

Of course. In practice, this Is 
no longer true. He Is subject at 
Westminster te a monolitMe 
party discipline and any severe 
flouting of this discipline means 
risking political ruin. The mod¬ 
ern back-bencher in Paliameut 
lives a life of utter obscurity, 
relieved only by the fading hope 
at one day being given g ove rn- 
ment office. He may occasion¬ 
ally speak; his real duty is to 
vote as his leaders determine. 
There a be now practically no j»- 
dependents In Parhamat 


In theory a member le not 
even accountable to toe party 
oom mi t ta * back home in Ms 
constituency. But even this old 
principle has been overthrown.

Indiscreet tor Labor and Mr. 
Qulnttn Hogg manages to 
cause offence tor the Tories. 
Mr. Jo Gritnond, the leader ai 
the Liberals, is the only na¬ 
tional figure in his party end 
acts alone. Nobody much cares 
what mtntoteri and toacksw 
ministers like Mr. Reginald 
Maudling or Mr. Patrick Gor¬ 
don Walker may say. A terri¬ 
fyingly large proportion of 
Britain would be incapable of 
identifying them anyway. 

The old political meeting 
where the candidate came In 
out of toe dark into the town 
or village hall and set In front 
of ths Union Jade behind a 
table with a carafe of water on 
it haa almost disappeared. 


Such meetings era held, but a 
ca n didate considers it a good 
meeting If 40 people attend. 
Only the leaden can aoenmand 
the attention and the crowds. 

Canvassing la still perform¬ 
ed. It remains a sort of ritual 
humiliation to which the can¬ 
didates submit themselves be¬ 
fore enjoying the pleasures 
and dignities of Westminster. 
They are hardly more than an 
opinion poll today. Few listen, 
few are convinced. Many re¬ 
sent the Intrusion. But it is 
still done, because there is not 
very much els* to do. 


In the American manner, 
the whlstle-atop tour—by the 
leader—haa become the great 
event. Two or three speeches 
are still made tn major centres 
of population, but now It to the 
awift, self-exposing p r o g r ess 

through the country that la In 
fashion. With a dozen brief 
speeches a day. in market 
places, at factory gates, in vil¬ 
lage high streets or the centre 
of great todnstrial cities 


usually from the steps of a 
statute of Queen Victoria. 

And these progresses grow 
more elaborate, with police es¬ 
corts. loudspeaker vans, music, 
press cars and attendant not¬ 
ables until they begin almost 
to rival the American motor¬ 
cade. Organised with military 
precision and, like all military 
predator hable to unaccount¬ 
able delays and confusions, 
they now begin to dominate 
the British election. 

There are daily press oontor 
ences at the party headquar- 
tns in London where the 
k*der getki if he is not on 
tour. The television cameras 
now attend and dominate in 
the American manner. And of 
course there are the party po¬ 
litical broadcasts, carefully ra¬ 
tioned by agreement between 
the main parties, excluding the 
Communists and quite as duB 

a* their American equivalents. 

Only one transatlantic temp¬ 
tation haa been successfully re¬ 
stated. Sir Alec Douglas-Home 
has refused a TV confront* 
Mon wfih Mr. Harold WOaorv 
This, he said. Is not an Amer¬ 
ican election.

matter how far or fast, this net¬ 
work Is continuously plugged 
into phone, cable, and radio 
services around toe dvillaed 
world. 

At the presidential elbow, of 
coarse, day and night, there is 
the "Hot Line" to the Kremlin. 

The prim# minister got his 
first rye-witness peek at this 
incredible communications net- 
work when he flew to Hyannis 
Part In the spring of last year, 
just after the election, to confer 
with President Kennedy. 

There they were titling in 
Bobby Kennedy's big whit* bun¬ 
galow In the family “com¬ 
pound” as they called it, on the 
Cape Cod shore, talking of this 
and that, and finally, of plana 
to turn CampobeDo Island, just 
off the New Brunswick coast, 
into the international park it 
has since become.

Good idea, agreed the prime 
minister, but where was he? 

Somewhere out in CeUfornia, 
replied the president. 

Guess we don’t get to talk to 
him then, suggested the prime 
minister. 

Get Wra right away, said the 
president, co nf ident l y, adding 


that If Jimmy Roosevelt was 
anywhere In the country at all, 
or even on this earth, he'd be on 
the line in not more than five 
minutes. 

And he was. 

Anybody you'd like to call, the 
president asked the prime mini¬ 
ster. 

So the prime minister told 
him. yes, as a matter of fact, 
there was. Hla wife. Mrs. Pear¬ 
son hadn't come to Hyannis Port 
with him and he'd rather like to 
have a word with her. 

Easy, beamed the president 
Just give us a rough idee of 
where she is. 

Some pJqce in Montreal, re¬ 
ported the prime miMster. 

Nothing to it. laughed toe 
president, have ho- on the line 
in a minute. 

But he didn't 

Not in a minute, nor an hour, 
nor even that night.

From Ankara 

HAT a relief it is to leave 
behind one the cries of 
"lEnosis" and "Partition” 'the 
subject of Cyprus is so fatigu¬ 
ing), and plunge Into the great 
shimmering plains which lead 
eastwards towards the bistort* 
Turkish cities of Slvas and 
Erzurum. 

What does the middle of Tur¬ 
key look like? Vast treeless ex¬ 
panses of pallid earth, stretch¬ 
ing away to distant horizons with 
fertile comland, flocks of sheep,- 
cattie. water-buffaloes and herds 
of goats. 

At intervals on the road ther* 
is a compact Anatolian village, 
a few hundred flat-topped houses 
of baked mud, usually with a 
mosque, and a minaret pointing 
like a pencil to Heaven. Each 
house has on top of It a stone 
roller, to roll the roof level after 
the rain. Fiero# Anatolian 
sheep-dogs, with bushy tails and 
collars of spiked Iron to protect 
them from wolf-bite, leap at 
passing cart. Little Turkish 
boys, with ctoae-cropped bullet 
heeds, and a marked abeeneg 
of trouser-buttona, shout and 
wave from the roadside. 

Turkish roads are broad and 
empty, and of a good enough 
surface to make motoring e 
pleasure. Far too few people 
know the interior of Turkey. 
Too many stop at the glittering 
fringe of Istanbul. wMi Its mos¬ 
ques, minarets and palaces, am 
merely si (Be down the west 
coast to Troy and Ephesus. 
Beautiful though these are, they 
are not the real Turkey. 

* * * 

Seven hours on a fast road 
takes you the 300 miles from 
Istanbul to Ankara, the modern 
city created out of a bar* waste 
by Kemal Ataturk, who wanted 
to get the administrative centre 
of hla country away from the 
Byzantine intrigue-laden atmos¬ 
phere of Istanbul. Even so, An¬ 
kara haa a history of its own 
as a fortress, dating back sev¬ 
eral thousand yean to the time 
nf the Hittitei. Once it was the 
capital at a Celtic people that 
migrated from the West, the 
Galatians, who were among the 
recipients of Epistlea from that 
indefatigable letter-writer SC 
Paul. 

Innumerable races and civili¬ 
zations have occupied the hug# 
peninsula which is today Tur¬ 
key; Hlttites, Phrygians, Lyd¬ 
ia n a, Armenians, Urartians, 
Greeks, Romans, Arabs, Seijuk 
Turks and Ottoman Turks—te 
mention only the main anas. 
What a criae-croaaing of past 
civilizations! What a compost- 
heap of half-forgotten peoples! 

Push eastwards from Ankara 
and you drive across what once 
wss the Hittita empire. In the 
Hittite museum In Ankara you 
can see the works of art of this 
remote but tremendous people 
-their kings, their liana, their 
Inscriptions. 

These expanses of bare plain 
may hava changed little since 
Hittite times; though some e» 
parts maintain that they were 
once covered by dense forest. 
Gibbon, in his "Decline aul Fall 
of the Roman Empire,” record* 
that the battle at Ankara, 1402, 
the Tartar conqueror Tamerlane 
hid a detachment of elephants 
to the forest The battlefield is 
near the present site of Ankara 
airport Today not a tree can 
be seen to any direction. 

The treelessness from which 
so much of Turkey suffers has 
another serious consequence? 
there is no firewood for the 
Turkish peasant to burn. So 
what doe* he do to winter? He 
burns the precious animal ma¬ 
nure, instead of putting it Into? 
the soil Thus millions at tons 
of fertilizer are wasted each 
year. 

e ★ e 

In Turkey methods of farming 
are primitive. In most places 
threshing la still done by a sort, 
of sledge with sharp flint* let 
Into the bottom of It, which le 
drawn by oxen over the harvest 
laid out on the ground: while 
seiwrsMnn of grain from chaff 
is done by the age-old system of 
wind-winnowing. The com Is. 
thrown into the air. the chaff 
drifting away In the breeze, and 
the grain falling back ngto g_ 
growing golden heap—a beauti¬ 
ful sight In summer, 

Two days drive east nf Ankara 
Is the historic city of Erzurum, 
a fortress which again and again 
has held out in wars with tha 
Russians, It stands to a vast 
plain fringed with mountains, at 
a height nf 8.000 feet above see* 
level. Even In the heat of mid¬ 
summer, a fresh wind blows 
through Erzurum. In the last 
years a new university, 
named Ataturk, has beetT 
founded there. Its main pur-- 
poee is to teach modern method* 
nf scientific agriculture direct 
to the peasants. 

As you get nearer the Russian 
and Persian frontiers the moun¬ 
tains rise higher and higher, cul¬ 
minating to the glorious dome et 
Mount Ararat, only a shade 
under 17,000 feet. How many, 
people realize that the mountain 
on which Noah end hla Ark- 
rested after the flood Is in Tur¬ 
key, hut a few miles west of 
the point where the frontiers of 
Turkey. Russia and Persia con¬ 
verger 

I doubt If there Is any country 
where the people are more help¬ 
ful to a stranger, or more In¬ 
terested to see him. The Turk 
i* Aureal gentleman—a quality, 
which comas perhaps from the 
fart that he has never been con¬ 
quered or cokxdsed. but has 
always been master of his own 
house.

HIS Squabble 

Spain Launches 
Bid for Gibraltar 

By CABMAN GUMMING, from l*IM halloas 

Gibraltar, a two-equare-mlla fortress guarding tha en- 
tranoe to the Mediterranean and the croaaroada of Europe 
and Africa, Is Britain's newest colonial headache at the 
United Natima. 

Britain is under attack because it is moving the colony 
towards greater internal self-government. 

The accuser is Spain, and the nub of its case is that 
Britain agreed, under the Treaty of Utrecht at 1713. that 
if it ever nulled out at Gibraltar the fortress would be re¬ 
turned to Spain. 

Britain replies that it does not accept the Spanish in¬ 
terpretation at tha Treaty of Utrecht and plans to go on 
defending the colcsiy. 

Spanish UN delegate Jaime de Piniea charged that 
Britain, after conquering the fortified promontory, expelled 
the true inhabitants and brought in a “prefabricated'' popula¬ 
tion which has no right to “dispose of a part of Spain” as It 
pleases. 

He did not challenge statements by Gibraltar’s new chief 
minister and opposition leader that the 15,000 inhabitants 
are united in wanting to retain the association with Britain. 

But he warned that, if Gibraltar receives self-determina¬ 
tion without British withdrawal, Spain will cut vital economic 
linka with tha colony and declare Its residents “persona ncm 
grata” on Spanish territory. 

In reply, Britain's Cecil E. King scolded the Spaniard 
for his “contemptuous and menacing” references to the Gi¬ 
braltarians and for Ms ''regret ta ble and disturbing . . . 
threats . . . against this small community . . 

The committee itself, wMch received a formal petition 
tram Spain on Gibraltar last year but postponed a decision, 
has shown little appetite for trying to untangle the legal 
issues Involved.

Alan Macfarlane, MLA for

“I have great sympathy for 
teen agera in our rapidly- 
changing society.*' Mr. James 
A. McConnell, managing direc 

C r of Victoria YM YWCA, told, 
e Women's Canadian Club 
Wednesday afternoon. In his 
address on Teen-Agers In 
Today’s Society. 

*Ibe guest speaker, who has 
had many years of experience 
working with young people all 
across the country. went on to 
nay that today's society is in 
the midst of *'a revolution • 
which is swirling all about us 
and uprooting our values." 

“One of the effects of our 
revolution is the change in our 
teen-age culture,” he said. 
"And we. as adults, are con¬ 
cerned with this culture.” 

He stressed that young 
paopla and (heir cultures have 
been the concern of adults 
down through the ages. 

Mr. McConnell told his audi¬ 
ence that, according to the 1961 
census, there are approxi¬ 
mately 16.000 teen-agers in Vic¬ 
toria and theae are between 
the ages of 13 and 18 years. 

“The young people all across 
our country have come into a 
world that we have created." 

The youth worker went on 
to explain some of the prob¬ 
lems today's teen-agers face 
and emphasized the dangers of 
early dating. He mentioned 
many teen-agers start going 
■toady at 12 years of age. 

“This early dating and going 
steady lead* to early mar 
rtage,” he said, and pointed out 
that in 1961 in the United 
States 40 per cent of the brides 
were in their teens. 

Mr. McConnell touched on 
hero worship, "so important to 
the adolescent." and referred 
to the mass hysteria staged 
by today's teen-agers for their 
Idols. 

He also referred to the in¬ 
creasing number of school 
drop-outs among young people. 

The speaker stressed that he 
had been referring to teen¬ 
agers in general In most of hia 
address, and went on to say 
there are still many teenager* 
‘who dare to be different.'' 
“And over the years I have 
worked with many fine young 
people ” 

He pointed out that adult 
citizens should get together in 
groups and think out loud 
about understanding teen-age 
culture. 

“You and I can do something 
about teen-agers, starting to¬ 
day." he said. 

' We shguld not accept the 
Iren age culture complacently. 
We should seek the assistance 
of social and behavioral scien¬ 
tists who can address groups, 
to which we belong, on under 
standing teenage culture." 

He also suggested doing soma 
laboratory work In the interest 
of teenagers of today, and 
urged that apart from family 
connections, two teen-agers—a 
boy and a girl—be selected. 

"Finding them may see m 
difficult, but find them you 
must, if our laboratory experi¬ 
ment is to be meaningful."

I guess the most popular and most 
widely planted are the Darwin tulilps - 
my beloved goblet-shaped flowers with 
tebir long straight stems. And to the 
ordinary backyard gardener, we can 
group the Cottage and Breder tulips in 
with the Darwins, for they all look very 
much alike to the layman. These are 
the Grenadier Guards among tulips - 
always on parade, always standing 
stiffly at attention, never relaxing 
even when the blooms are fully 
opened. 

A moat charming development 
from the Cottage tulip is the Lily- 
flowered type, and If the Darwin Is a 
soldier. the lily-flowered is a ballet 
dancer, graceful to the very tip* of its 
pointed, elegantly tapered petals and 
with extra-long, slim-walsted flowers. 
Some of our favorites are Marietta, 
rose pink; Mrs. Moon, deep yellow; 
Sidonde, a deep wine red; Stanislaus, 
orange acarlet, and White Triumphs- 
tor. very large pure whit# flowers on 
tall stems. 

At the other end of the scale ara 
the Parrot tulips a bizarre and fascin¬ 
ating group, as loos* and Informal as 


the J>ar*:ns *r» stiff The blooms 
opefT out wide, mare like the flower 
of an oriental poppy than a tulip, but 
with petals fringed and feathery. 
Some good ones are Blue Parrot, 
Black Parrot, Karel Doorman (cherry 
red and yellow). Orange Favorite 
(orange and green stripes 1 , and 
Double Fantasy, a blend of pink, white 
and green. 

The double tulips aren't every¬ 
body’s cup of tea, and I can't say I am 
particularly sold an them myself — 
the parties look like full-blown rows 
and the late-flowering lands are like 
imitation peonies. The eeriies are 
short in the stem, though, beautifully 
proportioned for pot work, and I'll 
say this for all the doubles — their 
fragrance Is much sweeter and 
stronger than the singles.

The water-lily tulip 1* well named 
and worthy of a place In any garden, 
especially effective for producing 
early color In the rock garden These 
come into bloom quite a bit earlier 
than most tulips, making a dwarf 
plant only 5 to 12 inches tall, with 
star-shaped, painted-petal blooms. 
Prices sre a litlte higher for these 
dwarfs, running from 11.50 per dozen 
for unnamed mixed bulbs to $3 for 
the salmon pink Fritz Krrisler. Some 
of the newer hybrids such as the red 
and yellow Josef Kafka may set you 
bark as much *s 65c per bulb.

Is now only one of many. Today we 
have tulips that look like lilies. tulipe 
that look like peonies, like stars, like 
water Hlies. like crocuses. Some —the 
Pirrot tulips—have fringed and feath¬ 
ery petals, often twisted into queer 
shapes. One kind bears a whole bou¬ 
quet of flowers — as many as right 
blooms on a single stem.

A rupture In diplomatic rela¬ 
tions between the Leopoldville 
government and Cairo — and 
perhaps other governments at¬ 
tending the non-aligned sum¬ 
mit conference here—appeared 
certain. 

The sources said Tshombe 
was informed officially that 
he will be held in custody until 
Congolese troops ringing the 
embassies are withdrawn and 
the diplomatic staffs and em¬ 
ployees permitted to leave the 
country.
